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The  1965  South  African  canned  fruit  pack  has  been  estimated  at  a 
record  level  of  6.49  million  cases  of  24/2^' s.  Canned  peach  production 
may  set  a new  record  of  2,020,000  cases;  apricots  should  climb  to  920,000 
cases;  and  pears  are  expected  to  decline  to  1,085,000  cases. 

Exports  of  canned  peaches,  pears,  and  apricots  during  1964  totaled 
4,761,000  cases;  however,  1965  exports  may  go  up  to  5,295,000  cases. 

Canned  peach  exports,  in  particular,  are  expected  to  show  a sharp  increase, 
attaining  an  all-time  high  of  possibly  3,660,000  cases  as  against  last 
year’s  record  of  3,192,000  cases.

A record  pack  of  over  4 million  cases  (4,020,000)  is  the  1965  estimate 
for  canned  peaches — an  increase  of  1,466,000  cases  over  the  1959-63  average 
and  58l>000  above  the  1964  level.  Preliminary  data  indicates  exports  of 
the  current  pack  should  reach  3*660,000  cases,  of  which  3*260,000  would  be 
imported  by  the  United  Kingdom.  This  would  represent  an  increase  of  over 

430.000  cases  over  1964  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom.  Other  foreign  mar- 
kets are  becoming  increasingly  important  and  should  represent  an  outlet 
for  South  African  peaches  of  about  400,000  cases  in  1965  as  opposed  to 

366.000  in  1964  and  287,000  in  1963. 

Kakamas,  the  basic  South  African  clingstone  variety,  is  an  exception- 
ally fine  canning  peach,  but  according  to  the  South  African  Peach  Control 
Board,  its  quality  compares  unfavorably  with  Australian  and  California 
varieties  when  delivered  to  canneries  because  of  the  lack  of  an  adequate 
grading  system  in  South  Africa.

Owing  to  a favorable  growing  season  and  increased  yields,  the  1965 
South  African  canned  apricot  pack  should  reach  920,000  cases.  The  1964 
pack  of  680,000  cases  is  118,000  cases  below  the  1959-63  average,  and 

148.000  cases  below  the  1963  figure. 

Exports  in  1965  are  expected  to  increase  substantially  over  the 

608.000  cases  exported  the  previous  year,  and  may  reach  850,000  cases. 
Imports  by  the  United  Kingdom  should  account  for  more  than  80  percent 
(700,000  cases)  of  the  total.

Canned  Pears 

The  1965  South  African  production  of  canned  pears  is  estimated  to  drop 
to  1,085,000  cases — 233>000  cases  below  the  bumper  1964  pack,  but  well 
above  the  1959-63  average  of  683,000.  According  to  latest  reports,  adverse 
growing  conditions  were  responsible  for  decreased  production. 
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Exports  of  the  current  pack  are  forecast  at  785,000  cases — down 
176,000  cases  from  1964.  South  Africa's  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom 
during  1965  may  amount  to  750,000  cases--a  drop  of  over  170,000  cases 
below  the  previous  year.

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Average  producer  prices  for  fresh  deciduous  fruit  in  1964  were  lower 
than  those  of  the  previous  year.  Those  of  Clingstone  peaches  did  not  drop 
as  sharply  as  they  did  in  1963,  and  at  $64.25  per  short  ton  are  the  lowest 
since  i960.  Producers  received  $72.66  per  short  ton  of  Bon  Chretien  pears — 
a price  down  slightly  from  1963;  while  apricots  fell  from  $88-97  in  1963  to 
$66.76  in  1964.
